The  Essex  County  Teachers’  Association 
met  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  on  Saturday,  the 
30th  of  January,  at  the  Eastern  District 
School  House,  in  East  Orange,  E.  R.  Peu- 
noysr,  President,  presiding,  H.  G. 
Secretary. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  devotional 
exercises  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hed- 
den.  of  East  Orange. 

J.  L.  Munn,  Esq.,  of  the  East  Orange 
Board  of  School  Trustees,  made  the  open¬ 
ing  address.  He  wos’proad  to  welcome  the 
Association,  after  two  years  of  wandering, 
to  its  birth-place — they  had  been  years  of 
honorable  and  successful  work..  He  spoke 
of  the  relation  between  teachers  and  par 
ents,  urging  the  necessity  of  harmony  o! 
action. 

Mr.  Randall,  of  East  Orange,  held  the 
teachers  responsible  (or  the  conduct  of  the 
schools.  He  thought  there  was  not  suffi¬ 
cient  intercourse  between  teachers  and  par 
ents. 

Mr.  Spaulding  spoke  of  the  pernicious 
effects  of  children  reading  bad  literaturer 
and  thought  that  parents  onght  to  look 
carefully  to  this  subject. 

Mr,  Root,  of  Bloomfield,  and  Mr.  Mitch 
ell,  of  East  Orange,  followed  in  discussing 
the  relations  between  teachers  and  parents. 

The  Teachers’  *‘ Journal"  was  read  by 
Miss  Whipple,  of  Bloomfield,  in  place  of 
Mr.  Stacktord,  who  was  absent  This  ser¬ 
vice  was  well  performed,  and  the  “Jour¬ 
nal  ”  proved  an  interesting  sheet 

Mr.  Gerry,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Orange.  presented  a  system  of  marking 
pupils  for  their  recitations  in  school.  This 
system  he  claimed  to  tie  more  exact  and 
simple  than  the  ordinary  methods  used 
Rev.  J.  B.  Faulk,  of  East  Orange,  ad 
dreaaed  the  Association,  detailing  id  an  in 
tereating  way,  some  of  the  scenes  witnessed 
in  a  trip  through  Engtand.  Many  ot  the 
differences  between  the  English  and  Ameri¬ 
cans  ware  graphically  port  ayed. 

Miss  Berner  and  Miss  Gould,  of  the 
Eastern  District  Public  Bchool.  conducted 
some  very  excellent  class  exercises  ia  Lan 
gnage  Teaching  and  Elocution, 

Prof.  Bartlett  and  wife,  of  Orange,  sang 
some  songs  and  furnished  some  music 
The  people  of  East  Orange  furnished  a 
fins  collation  in  the  school  room  for  all 
Their  liberality  was  appropriately  ac¬ 
knowledged  by  resolutions  of  thanks  by 
the  Association. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  April, 
at  the  time  of  the  annual  Teachers'  lnstl 
tutu.
